HONOLULU VOLCANO 


GREATEST IN WORLD 


IS ACTIVE OF LATE 


Honolulu, Feb. 23.—Intense activity,- 


greater than known heretofore to any 
Hawaiians now living, is manifest in 
Kilausa volcano, according to reports 
received here. Kilauea is the largest 
active crater in the world, eight miles 
in circumference, and is situated in 
the southeasterly part of the island of 
Hawaii, 
the 
largest island 
of the 


The volcano, enclojed by a circular 
wall from 206 to 700 feet in height, is 
a black plain of some four miles m 
area, within which is the pit of Hale- 
maumau, about 2,000 feet in diameter, 
recently empty to a depth of a thou- 
sand feet, but now nearly level to its 
mouth with boiling lava. 
A few 
months ago the 
life of the volcano 
could hardly be discerned, but today 
the pit is a roaring, boiling, swirling 
lake of fire of many acres in extent 
and at night the gin'" from the red hot 
lava can be seen all over the island 
and far out at sea. The fiery lake is 
filled with spouting fountains 
that 
shoot the liquid rock hundreds of feet 
into the air. The rim of the pit is 
constantly crumbling, eating away at 
its base by the surging tide of fire, 
and tumbling with deafening crashes 
Into the molten mass. 
Reports from Hilo record the peril- 
ous feat of Professor T. A. Jaggar, Jr., 
director of the volcano observatory, 
in venturing out on the hot. barely 
solidified edge of the lava for more 
than 100 yards to 
plunge his instru- 
ments into the 
lake of fire for 
the 
purpose of ascertaining its tempera- 
ture. He was successful and he and 
his assistants escaped in safety onlv 
a short time before the spot on which 
they had stood was engulfed and be- 
came itself a part of the boiling flood. 
The 
temperature of the lake 
is 
more than 2,000 degrees Fahrenheit, 
according to the results obtained by 
Professor Jaggar. The temperature 
was found by thrusting into the molt- 
en lavo lengths of pipe(screwed to- 
-ether, into the end of which had been 
fitted six Seegar cones, conical PluKS 
of fusible clay designed ro melt at 
varying temperatures. 
To reach the living lava, Professor 
Jaggar and 
his assistants 
had to 
scramble down sixty feet over the 
rim of the pit, holding on to the knife- 
edged crags that had been thrown up 
bv the volcano's activity. One of the 
party fell when near the bottom, but 
Fortunatelv regained his feet in time 
to prevent 
rolling into a fissure, 
where he would have been consumed 


Professor Jaggar, who is connected 
with the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, has spent five years at 
Kilauea, observing the phenomena of 
the volcano for scientific 
purposes. 
,H« takes daily, almost hourly observa- 
tlons, makes chemical analyses of the 
lava, the gases arising from -the pit 
and is endeavoring to deduce from his 
studies general rules from which to 
predict volcanic activity and its influ- 


The city of Honolulu, the capital of 
the group, on the Island of Oahu, is 
about 180 miles distant from Kilauea 
volcano, but there is a population of 
nearly 50,000 persons on the island of 
Hawaii, where the volcano is situated. 
Kilauea is only one of five volcanic 
mountains on the island, and though 
not as high as Mauna Loa (Great 
Mountain) on the south, which rises 
to a height of 13,675 feet, making it 
the highest volcano in the world, it 
is far more active than the higher 
mountain. According to an account of 
the natives, a violent eruption of Ku- 
auea occurred 
in 1789, and 
lesser 
eruptions as recently as 1907, but con- 
fined to the pit of Halernaumau.

"I have done everything I could to 
dissipate the mistrust of the Powers 
I have given every 
possible assur 
ance ana guarantee.

POWER TO INDIA 


FOR SELF RULE 


London, Feb. 23.—'Another step to- 
ward self-government in India is prom- 
ised by the British government in the 
report, just issued, of the Royal In- 
dian 
Commission, 
appointed some 
time before the war to consider means 
'"to widen the avenues of Indian par- 
ticipation in the administration of the 
country." The report, a voluminous 
document, has been ready for more 
than a year. Ibut has been "purposely 
delayed with a view to avoidance of 
controversial discussion during 
the 
wear." It *is • expected that the main 
recommendations will be put into ef- 
fect without delay 
The wnost important change in In- 


djian administration iwill be an in- 
creased recruiting of men direct from 
India for posts in the higher civil ser- 
vice 
At present these r-osts are tilled 
in .England, although Indians who have 
resided a certain time in England 
may compete on an equal basis with 
Englishmen in the examinations here. 
In the future, however, there will be a 
•bifurcated enrollment, with definite 
proportions of the higher posts re- 
served for Kndians educated in their 
own country. 
In the police depnrtment the pre- 
ponderance of the appointees will still 
come from England, ."having regard 
to the nature of British responsibility 
for the good government, of India." In 
certain other services, such as agri- 
culture an* forestry, half

a new word—autointoxication—to take 
the place of the shopworn "liver com- 
plaint," and we are working- this new 
term tfretty hard.; Auto _ is. plain 
enough, and intoxication is familiar 
to everj'-body. Autointoxication means 
Etelf-fpoisoning, The victim prepares 
the poison himself in his inner tube, 
and poisons himself with it. 
If the food' residue remains too l-ong 
in the inner tube the hordes of bac- 
teria there sejze upon it and decom- 
pose it. Some of the by-products of 
this decomposition are poisonous when 
absorbed into the blood. Especially 
the by-products of protein decompo- 
sition, that Is to say, meat residues or, 
worse, meat broth or soup residues. 
The poisoning may go on -a. long, long 
time (before the Mctim realizes it. 
Fortunately the ductless gland aupa- 
ratus of the average individual is ca- 
pable of reacting to the presence of 
poisonous substances in the circula- 
tion in sufficient degree to' oxidize, 
break up or otherwise render them, 
harmless. It is only after years of 
autointoxication,, when the oxidizms 
capacity of the ductless glands begins 
to tiro an* fail, that the patient ex- 
periences the general 
and 
special 
symptoms of autointoxication.

general symptoms are chronic tired 
feeling, lack of ambition, dullness of 
intellect, sallow complexion and mouth 
patches or '"liver (spots" as the old
